A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-6, 8, 10-12, 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Esu, 
U.S. Patent No. 5,73 1,081 . Esu discloses a nonwoven glass fiber mat which is impregnated with 
a binder which may comprise melamine-formaldehyde and polyurethane. The polyurethane can 
be an aliphatic polyurethane. The components can be present in the claimed proportions. See 
col. 11, line 61 -col. 12, line 8. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Esu, U.S. 
Patent NO. 5,73 1 ,08 1 in view of Klein, U.S. Patent No. 4,293,378. Esu discloses a nonwoven 
glass fiber mat which is impregnated with a binder which may comprise melamine-formaldehyde 
and polyurethane. The polyurethane can be an aliphatic polyurethane. The components can be 
present in the claimed proportions. See col. 11, line 61-col. 12, line 8. Esu differs from the 
claimed invention because Esu does not disclose the particular dimensions and amounts of the 
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glass fiber and does not disclose making the mat by a wet laying process. Klein discloses a 
nonwoven mat comprising glass fibers and a formaldehyde binder. The fibers are present in an 
amount of about 65-84 %. The fibers can have a diameter of 3/8 to 1 inch in length and 6-12 
microns in diameter. See col. 2, lines 52-59. The mat can be made by a wet laying process. See 
example 2. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have employed the particular amount and dimensions of glass fibers 
which are set forth in Klein, motivated by the teaching of Klein that these proportions were 
suitable for use in forming nonwoven mats which are bound by formaldehyde binders. It would 
have been obvious to have employed a wet laying process since Klein teaches that this was an 
alternative known method of making nonwoven glass mats.
